Four trees to the block, two on each 
side of the street, isenough in this 
climate Th should be rictly 
choice specimens and should be cared 
for by men who understand tree 
growing under western conaitions. 
It is impossibte for any man who has 
not a special aptitude in that line and 
who has not had experience in tree 
growing in thise
